The Senate rnet in reiruíar session a t 10 A. if., 
President Mansfield in the ch.-ir. 
Roll called and a quorum pt esent. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 


REPORTS. 
Mr. J ohnson, from the Committee on Irrigation, 
W ater Rights and Drainage, reported back favorably 
as amended Assembly Bid No. 354—An Act to pro­ 
vide for the protection of lands from overflow, other 
than swamp lands. 
I t was ordered second on the second reading file, 
to follow Assembly Bill No. 334. 
Mr. J ohnson, from the Committee on Chinese and 
Chinese Im m igration, reported back w ithout recom­ 
m endation Se ate Bills Nos. 340, 347, 348, 412, 420, 
529 and 455. 
Mr. J ohnston, from the Committee on Agricult­ 
ure, reported buck favorably senate Bill No. 532— 
An Ac to prevent the adulteration of honey. 
Mr. Sears, from the Committee on Corporations, 
reported back w ithout recommendation Assembly 
Bill No. 19— An Act to compel banks, etc., to pub­ 
lish sworn statem ents. 
The Chair handed to the Secretary and had read 
from the desk a telegram from the Board of Super­ 
visors of Mono county rem onstrating against the 
passage of the bill lo provide another Superior 
Judge for th at county. 
Mr. N ve, from the Committee on Judiciary, reported 
back favorably as a i ended Assembly Bill No. 557— 
An Act to provide an additional Judge for the Superior 
Court of Mono co u n ty ; also, adversely, Assembly 
Bill No. 554—An Act lo incorporate the town of 
Woodland ; also, favorably, Assembly Bill No. 249— 
An Act for the protection of stock-holders in cor­ 
porations; also, adversely, Assembly Concurrent 
Resolution No. 21—K lative to adjournm ent sine 
die of the tw entv-tbird session of the Legislature. 
Mr. J ohnson, from a m ajority of the Committee 
on Judiciary, reported favorably Assembly Concur­ 
rent Resolution No. 21, relative to the adjournm ent 
sine die of the tw enty-third session of the California 
Legislature. 
The report held th at in the adoption 
of the new Constitution the people had determ ined 
th at they did not desire the services of the Legisla­ 
ture for more than 100 days. 
If those services were 
desired for a longer tim e it should be expressed by 
the Governor by calling an extra session. 
The re­ 
port was signed by Messrs. M oreland, Johnson, 
Enos, Cheney and Sa’terw hite. 
On m otion of Mr. Sattkkwhite the resolution was 
made the special order for Thursday directly after 
the reading of the journal. 
Mr N ku.mann, from the Committee on Mines 
and Mining, reported baek favorably as amended 
Assembly Bill No. 472—An Act to encourage the 
m ining industry and to suppress stock gambling. 
Mr. SattkRWHITE moved th at the bill be placed 
third ou the second reading file for to morrow. 
A fter considerable discussion the roli was called, 
and resulted in 21 ayes to 14 noes. 
Mr. Sears raised the point of order th at it re­ 
quired a two-thirds vote to place th e bill ou the tile 
in advance of other bills. 
The Chair ruled th at the point of order was not 
well taken and th at the motion had prevailed, hold­ 
ing th at the bill was before the Senate and could be 
disposed of by a m ajority vote. 
Mr. Sears appealed from the decision of the Chair 
and Bpoke in favor of his position. 
Mr. J ohnson held th at the ruling of the Chair 
was in accordance with all the rulings heretofore 
made during th e session. 
He held th at when the 
report of a com m ittee was made on a bill or resolu­ 
tion, th at bill or resolution was before the Senate 
and could be placed wherever desired by a m ajority 
vote. 
Ib is ruling was simply following all th e pre­ 
cedent/set this session. 
Messrs. West, Chase and Satterwhitb took the 
same ground. 
Mr. Sears] poke against that position,{holding th at 
when bills came from the com m ittees they go upon 
the file in their regular order, and it would take a 
two-third vote to place them in any other position 
on the file 
Tne roll was called, and the decision of the Chair 
was sustained by a vote of 27 ayes to 9 noes.

The Senate took tip the Assembly messages, and 
disposed of hills as follows : 
Senate Bill No. 174—the probate Act. 
On motion of Mr. II iitell, the Chair was author­ 
ized to appoint a committee of free conf*reuce. 
O ther bills were read the first tim e, and referred 
to th eir projier com mi tecs. 


SECOND READINGS. 
The Senate took up the second reading of bills, as 
follow s:

HILLS APPROVED. 
A message was received from the Governor an 
nouncing his approval of Senate Bill No. 23—An 
Act to am end Sections 86, 89, 227, 22S, 504 and 514 
of the Penal Code, relating to crimes and punish­ 
ments. 
Senate Bill No. 191—An Act to rejn-al an 
Act entitled an Act to create and organize Reclama­ 
tion D istrict No. 205, and to define its boundaries 
and provide for its governm ent, approved April 1, 
1S7S; and Sena*e Bill No. 231—An Act concern­ 
ing th e trial of convicts for crimes com m itted in 
th e Slate Prison, and the costs of the same. 


SECOND READINGS RESUMflD. 
The Senate continued consideration o i Asscnil y 
Bill No. 334. 
The com m ittee am endm ents 
were 
read and 
adopted. 
Mr. Carlock moved to amend Section 2 by strik­ 
ing out the “ shall also,” end insert “ may when 
necessary.” 
Mr. J ohnson opposed the motion. 
The am endm ent was lost. 
Mr. Nve uiovtd to amend Section 1, by striking 
out “ divide - he State into several” and insert “ es­ 
tablish one or more ” (districts). 
Mr. J ohnson said th a t the am endm ent would 
make the bill unconstitutional. 
The Attorney- 
General so held. 
Messrs. Watson and D avis thought the amend­ 
m ent unnecessary. 
Mr. N ye held the bill to be cum brous at best, 
a d he wanted it simplified as much as possible. 
Mr. Davis said he. unlike the gentlem an from 
Alameda, was a friend of the bill, and he believed if 
the am endm ent was adopted it would injure the 
usefulness of the bill. 
It was necessary th at the 
bill should be a general law. 
Mr. Rowell favored the am endm ent. 
he bill 
was objectionable iu m any of its features. 
Mr. Cheney oppo.ed 
the 
am endm ent. 
The 
am endm ent was not necessary when the section 
was considered in connection with the rest of the 
bill. 
He read the sections together to sustain his 
position. 
Mr. Nyr said th a t he was satisfied th at the bill 
was going to pase, and while lie was a friend of the 
bill he wanted to have it modified as much as possi­ 
ble. 
Mr. Carlock was for the bill in some shape or 
other, bu t he wanted it am ended in some particu­ 
lars. 
Mr. P ardkp. did not believe th e bill was going to 
pass. 
He did not think twenty-one votes could be 
found topase it in its present shape. The bill was 
full of iniquity from the enacting clause to its last 
section, 
it was the right of an}' Senator to off. r 
amendments. 
The bill would tax all of tfee indus­ 
tries <>f the State for the benefit of one. 
He could 
not favor even the m ost wise and beneficial sections 
of the bill. 
He hoped the am endm ent would be 
adopted. 
Mr. Conger Imped the am endm ent would not be 
adopted.

He would favor any good am endm ent to it 
b u t he did not believe this to be a good one. The 
whole community was to be benefited by the pas­ 
sage of this bill. 
Mr. Glascock favored the am endm ent.

On motion of Mr. Moreland, Senate Bill No. 538—

taken up out of order and passed by a vote of 28 
ayes to 4 noet». 
The Senate then took up the general file as fol­ 
lows : 
Assembly Bill No. 3S4—An Act to amend an Act 
entitled an Act to provide for the building of a 
school-house in Modesto School D istrict, in the 
county of Stanislaus, i:i the S^ate of California, ap­ 
proved January 9, 1874 (by Mr Spencer)—was read 
third tim e and passed b> a vote of 27 ayes to 5 noes. 
Mr. Chase moved to reconsider the vote dy which 
Assembly Bill No. 337—To encourage the celture of 
ju te—failed to pass. 
The motion prevailed, and the bill passed by a 
vote of 31 ayes to 4 noes. 
Mr. HrrrxLL moved to reconsider 
he vote by 
which the Senate on yesterday refused to pass Sen­ 
ate Bill No. 536—An Act to pay the Society of Cali­ 
fornia Pioneers ren t for room s for fke Hastings Col­ 
lege of Law. 
Messrs. Dickinson, Hittell and Sears spoke in 
favor of the motion. The m anagers of the institu­ 
tion had found it necessary to rent these roams for 
the purpose of carrying ou t the provisions of the 
law, and it ought to be paid by the State. 
Mcssre. Hill and Rowell made inquines as to the 
managem ent of the institution, and wanted to know 
w hat became of the $7,000 per annum paid to it. 
Mr. Hittell replied th at it was paid ou t for the 
salary of the Law Professor and expenses of the 
College. 
Mr. Johnston held th at the bill was unconstitu­ 
tional. 
I t was not an institution exclusively under 
the control of the State. 
It was a San Francisco 
institution, and the State ought not to be called 
upon to pay for it- 
The ayes and noes were demanded, and the mo­ 
tion to reconsider prevailed by a vote of 23 ayes to 
18 noes. 
The biff was the* passed by a vote of 24 ayes to 
12 noes. 
Mr. J o h n s t o n 
ve notice of a m otion to recon­ 
sider. 
. 
. 
. 
, 
Mr. Rowell moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the Senate yesterday refused to pars Assem- 
sembly Bill N t. 320— An Act for the better protec­ 
tion of fru it trees and vines—and spoke in favor of 
his motion. 
Such a law was necessary to protect 
the vine interests. 
Mr. E& 
apposed the motion. 
The bill would 
give these x/ommwsioners power to go into any 
m an’s vineyard or orchard and destroy his vines or 
trees. 
It was an unwarran* kle restriction of th i 
rights of individuals. 
Mr. V* Ear said th at the b ill’sim ply provides for 
Commissioners in certain precincts, where the trees 
and vines are affected, an 1 allows them to m ike ex­ 
am inations and act accordingly. 


The roll was called and the bill was passed by a 
vote of 23 ayes to 10 noes. 
Assembly Bill No. 143—An Act to amend an Act 
entitled an Act relating to apprentices and masteip. 
approved April 3 , 167C (by Mr. Fox)—was read third 
time. 
Mr. CONGER hoped the bill would be defeated. 
It 
was a re-enactm ent of th e old apprentice law, and 
provided a system of slavery. 
Mr. Esos also opposed the bill. 
It gave parents 
the right to bind out their children. 
Mr. N eumann said the bill was exactly the present 
law, except th at it made the citation in the Superior 
Court instead of the Probate Court. 
The bill was jwissed by a vote of 28 ayes to 5 noes. 
Assembly BiilNo.377—An Act to empow er the Direct­ 
ors of Levee D istrict No 1, of S u tter county, to 
issue bonds for the paym ent or funding of the un­ 
funded indebtedness of said levee district, and to 
provide for the redem ption of such bonds by taxing 
the property in the district (by Mr. Chandler)—was 
read third time. 
Mr. Davis explained the nature anu objects of the 
bill and urged its passage. 
The bill passed by a vote of 32 ayes lo 2 noe3— 
Hill ar d Rowell. 
Senate Bill No. 276—An Act to amend Section 3644 
of the Political Code, relating to the assessm ent of 
vessels (by Mr. Wendell) — was read a third time. 
Mr. D ickinson opposed the passage of the bill. 
It 
would impose a great deal of unnecessary work 
upon Assessors. 
Mr. N ye favored the bill. 
It sim ply provided 
th at the property should be assessed where the 
owner resides. 
Heretofore the San Francisco dele­ 
gation had been strong enough to defeat the idea of 
this bill. 
Mr. Conger said the bill was simply to take out 
of San Francisco taxes th a t belonged there. 
All 
vessels were registered in San Francisco and ought 
to be taxed there. 
They m ight be owned in New 
York, bu t if they were registered in San Francisco, 
they ought to be taxed there. 
Mr. hYA.s held th at vessels should be taxed where 
they are owned. 
There were vessels partly owned 
and’ used entirely in H um boldt county, and yet they 
were taxed in San Francisco because they were reg­ 
istered there. T hat was not fair. 
Mr. H ittell thought the bill would be very diffi­ 
cult to enforce. 
Ii it was passed much of this class 
of property would escape taxation altogether. 
If a 
vessel was owned in San Bernardino, under this bill 
it could not be taxed at all. 
Mr. J ohnson held th at the bill was not open to 
the criticisms of Mr. H ittell. 
He held that the bill 
was a ju st and proper one. The vessels p lid enough 
to ban Francisco. 
The vessels owned in this county 
by the farmers ought not to be taxed in San F ran­ 
cisco. 
The bill was passed by a vote of 24 ayes to 13 
noes. 
On motion of Mr. T raylor the Senate took up out 
of order Senate Bill No. 374—An Act to provide for 
the further extension of the w ater front line of the 
city and count}’ of San Francisco, and the construe- 
tion of the sea-wall (by Mr. Traylor). 
The bill was read third tim e and passed by a vote 
of 37 ayes to 0 noes. 
THE DEBRIS RILL. 
The Cenate resumed consideration of Assembly 
Bill No. 334 
An Act to promote drainage. 
The question was on the am endm ent to Section 21, 
offered by Mr. Nye. 
Mr. Davis again spoke against the am endm ent. 
H e could see no m erit in the am endm ent, and looked 
upon it with suspicion, because he knew the author 
of it to be unalterably opposed to the hill in any 
form. The am endm ent would allow the whole State 
to be included in one dra nage district. 
The bill 
was not solely to benefit one interest. 
I t was a 
question of the preservation of the rivers of the 
btate and of the Bay of San Francisco. The tax 
imposed upon the State by this bill was insignifi­ 
cant. 
It was only $o on $10,000. 
This bill had been 
thoroughly discussed in the Assembly and ill the 
State for the past two m onths. 
If these am end­ 
m ents were adopted the hill would never be passed. 
Mr. L angford favored the am endm ent. 
The 
bill was simply to tax the State to take care of the 
tailings of the mines. 
The am endm ent was lost by the following vote : 
Ayes—Anderson, Cha e, Glascock, Gorman, H ar­ 
lan,* Hudson, Kane, Langford, Nye, Pardee, Rowell, 
Zuck—12. 
N oes--Faker, B urt, Carlock, Cheney, Conger, 
Davis, Dickinson, Enos, George, Hill, H ittell, John­ 
son, Johnston, Kelly, Moreland, Nelson, Pool, Ryan, 
Sears, Traylor, W atson, W est—22. 
Mr. Satterw hite (aye), paired w ith Mr. Neumann 
(no). 
Mr. Sears moved to strike out of Section 1 the 
word - several.” 
The section as it stood was as follows : “ Section 1. 
The Governor, Surveyor-General and State Engineer 
shall be ex officio members of and constitute a Board 
of Drainage Commissioners to divide the State into 
several drainage districts and organize the same ¿vs 
hereinafter provided. The Governor shall be Presi­ 
dent of the Board, and the office of the Board shall 
be in the State Engineer’s fltitce at the State Capi­ 
tol. 
The Secretary to th e State Engineer shall be 
Secretary of the Board.” 
Messrs J ohnson and Davis opposed the amend­ 
m ent. 
It could do no good, and would only delay 
the bill and make troub.e in the Assembly. 
Mr. Sears said the word “ several” m eant more 
than two or three. 
It means “ m any.” 
He offered 
the am endm ent in guod faith. 
Mr. Dickinson opposed the am endm ent. 
It was 
necessary to leave some discretion in the Board of 
Drainage Commissioners. 
That was absolutely 
neeesssary under the Constitution. The bill m ust be 
a general one. 
He was opposed to m utilating a bill 
by m aking unnecessary amendments. 
Mr. Pardee hoped the am endm ent would be 
adopted. 
The Commissioners ought to be tied up 
as closely as possible, and this would do it. 
The 
Commissioners, no m atter w ho they were, would 
take ai! the liberties they could. 
Mr. Conger opposed the am endm ent. 
The word 
“ several” m eant “ separate” or •*distinct.” 
*ine 
bill simply m eant th at the Commissioners should 
divide into separate aud distinct districts. 
The am endm ent was lo&t by a vote of 17 ayes to 20 
noes. 
The Secretary read Section 2, as follows : 
“ Section 2. W ithin thirtj’ days after the passage 
of this Act, or as soon thereafter as m ay be prac­ 
ticable, the State Engineer shall subm it to said 
Board a report or reports containing th e results of 
his investigations as to drainage, having in view’ the 
control of debris from m ining and other operation*, 
the im provem ent and rectification of river ch nnels, 
th e erection of em bankm ents or dykes necessary for 
th e protection of lands, towns, or cities from inun­ 
dation. 
He shall also m ake special exam inations 
w ith reference to the division of the State into sev­ 
eral drainage districts, each of which shall include a 
territory drained by one natural system of drainage, 
and shall report to the Board of Drainage Commis­ 
sioners the results of his exam inations, and shall 
from tim e to tim e propose boundaries for such dis­ 
tricts and recommend their form ation." 
Mr. Rowell moved to amend Section 2, by strik ­ 
ing out of line 4 the words “ and other,” and insert 
the word “ a n d ” between the words “ operations” 
and “ the ” in line 5 ; also, striking cu t ad after the 
word “ channels” in line 5, and «II of line C to the 
word “ he.” He held that, th ij was only to strike 
out the reclamation provisions. 
Mr. J ohnson opposed the am endm ent. 
It was 
unnecessary a d improper. 
The author of the 
am endm ent would not vote for the bill even if the 
am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. Glascock favored the am endm ent, and un­ 
derstood that the godfather of the bill hud no ob­ 
jection to it. 
Mr. Rowell held th at the bill ought to be re­ 
stricted to the im provem ent of the river channels 
and restraining of the debris. 
U nder this clause 
the Commissioners might attem pt th e drainage of 
Tulare lake or any other place. 
Mr. J ohnson wanted no am endm ents to the hill. 
He did not w ant the bill jeopardized. 
He was 
credibly informed that a caucus was held last even­ 
ing by the « pponents of the bill, at which it was de­ 
cided to m ake « ertain opposition to the bill. 
He 
called on the friends of the bill to vote down any 
and all am endm ents proposed by the enemies of the 
bill. 
Mr. W atson opposed the am endm ent. 
He was 
surprised th at there was still so m uch ignorance 
u p hi this Eubject. 
It had been before the Legisla­ 
ture for years, and had been thoroughly discussed 
in all its bearings. 
The last Legislature had pro­ 
vided for an Engineering Commission to examine 
into the question, and this bill was simply to carry 
out the recommendation of the State Engineer. 
He 
read from the Engineer’s report in support «f his 
position, and urged the passage of the bill as it 
stood. 
It was of no use to amend it farther. 
If the 
State made some effort the United States Govern­ 
m ent would come in and assist. 
Mr. Satterwhite said the subject was not th o r­ 
oughly investigated two years ago. 
The State En­ 
gineer’s Departm ent was created for the purpose 
of looking after this subject of debris and also the 
subject of irrigation. 
They had done nothing in 
regard to irrigation. 
They had spent all their time 
on the other questions entirely. 
Mr. N eumann said this am endm ent was offered in 
the committee and rejected. 
It could make no im­ 
provem ent in the bill. 
The section did not provide 
for the building of any dyke or em bankm ent. 
It 
simply directed the State Engineer to report the re­ 
sult of his investigations. 
Mr. W est wished it understood th at the votes he 
should give on . m endm ents would not indicate hi9 
action on the passage of the bill 
He should vote 
with the friends of the bill on its second reading, 
and then decide how to vote on its passage. 
Mr. Ch a se thought this bill the worst piece of leg­ 
islaron ever introduced in the legislature. 
He fa­ 
vored the am endm ent, and would favor every other 
amen m ent that would im pair or destroy the bill. 
He believed it right for the opponents of the bill to 
favor all am endm ents th at would injure the bill. 
If 
there was any interest in this State th a t could not 
support itself the State ought not to support it. 
If 
the miuers could not take care of their tailings, let 
the State pu t a stop to them. 
Mr. K a n e was in favor of the am endm ent and 
against the bill. 
He was opposed to levying such a 
tax on San Francisco. 
He darkly insinuated th at 
there was something wrong about the bill. 
He said 
if he was pushed much further insinuations should 
cease and proof begin ; bu t be did not indicate what 
w as wrong. 
Mr. Cheney was much surprised at the position of 
Mr. Chase. 
He had always looked upon him as a 
man of advanced ideas. 
The gold mines of Califor­ 
nia had been the corner-stones of our success and 
prosperity. 
He dilated on the past and present im ­ 
portance of the mines. 
He held th at this was not 
alone a question of taking care of tailings. 
It was a 
question of the preservation of the rivers of the 
S u te. 
It was a question of preventing the Sierra 
Nevada m ountains from passing down through the 
Sacramento valley to the ocean. 
He described 
graphically the condition of things in the m ountains 
and in the valley, and showed clearly the great dan­ 
ger in which the Sacramento valley stands to-day. 
He w-as opposed to the am endm ent. 
It would de 
stroy the bill. 
Mr. E nos opposed the am endm ent. I u object and 
purpose was to defeat the objects of the bill. 
Mr. Rowell again spoke in favor of his am end­ 
ment. 
The am endm ent was lost by the following vote : 
Ayes—Anderson, Chase, Glascock, Gonuan, H ar­ 
lan, Hill, Hudson, Kane, Langford, Nye, Pardee, 
Rowell, Satterw hite, Sears, Zuck—-15. 
Noes— Baker, B urt, Brown, Carlock, Cheney, Con­ 
ger, Davis, Dickinson, Enos, George, H ittell, John­ 
son, Johnston. Kelly, Lampson, Moreland. Neu­ 
mann. Pool, Ryan, Traylor, Watson, West—22. 
Mr. J ohnson moved th a t the further consideration 
of the biil be set for this evening at 7:30. 
The motion prevailed and the Senate took a recess 
until 7:30. 
EVENING SESSION. 
Th£ Senate reassembled at 7:30 r. m., President 
pro tem . Baker in the chair. 


Roll called and a quorum present. 
The Seuate resumed consideration of the debris 
bill. 
Mr. Glascock moved to amend Section 1 as fol­ 
lows : Strike ou t all after the word “ divided ’’ down 
to and including the word “ districts,” aud insert 
the wordo “ such portions of the State as in their 
judgm ent seem proper into drainage districts.” 
He spoke in favor of his am endm ent. 
Mr. J ohnson opposed the am endm ent, and ap­ 
pealed to the friends of the bill to refrain from dis­ 
cussing the am endm ents offered by the enemies of 
the bill and content them selves w ith discussing it 
on the third reading. 
These am endm ents were in­ 
troduced, not to benefit the bill, b u t to kill it. Time 
was now the cssenc of the contest, and it was de­ 
sirable to pass the bill to a third reading to-night. 
Mr. Gorman said th at was strange advice to give 
to a Senate. 
Mr. Zuck favored plenty of discussion on all of 
the am endm ents 
Mr. P ard e said th at the friends of the bill seemed 
determ ined to cut off all am endm ents. 
He thought 
the am endm ent a good one, and it ought to be 
adopted. 
Mr. G lascock was sorry th a t the Senator from 
Sacramento should shirk discu-siun upon any ques­ 
tion. 
Mr. Dickinson said th at the am endm ents were 
verbal changes th a t did not affect the character of 
the b.U. 
Their adoption would simply send the bill 
back to the Assembly for further discussion. 
Mr. Johnson said he never shirked any discussion, 
as was well known. 
If the friends of the bill de­ 
sired they had votes enough to move the previous 
question and carry it. 
He had simply notified the 
friends of this bill of the tactics of its enemies, and 
requested them to refrain from discussing these 
frivolous amendments. 
Mr. E nos said th at be would m ake whatever re­ 
m arks he htul to m ake on the third reading of the 
bill. 
He did not propose to discuss these am end­ 
m ents. 
This was a question of great importance, 
and should be considered coolly and calmly. 
Mr. Satterwhite favored the am endm ent. 
[Senator Johnston in the chair.] 
Mr. N eumann opposed the amendment. 
It would 
result in placing a special tax upon the whole >tate, 
wti ch was avoided in the bill. 
The danger to a 
gn :t portion of the State is so im m inent that he 
felt he would not be doing bis duty ii he did not 
vote for the bill and follow out the recommendation 
of the State Engineer. 
He befteved the hill to be 
well guarded. 
If our public officers were honest no 
injury could possibly coma to the State uuder it. 
It would be a foolish policy for the State to say th at 
the city of Marysville or the city of Sacramento 
should be subm erged. 
All of the State should con­ 
trib u te its quota towards preventing the impending 
calamity, 
lie then made a lengthy aud forcible a r­ 
gum ent in favor of the bill. 
He commended the 
position and rem arks of Senator Johnson in regard 
to the amendments. 
Mr. Chase said th at the trouble with the rivers 
was the mining. 
There was no security or safety in 
th e proposed dams. 
This bill presented no remedy 
lor the trouble. 
It was sim ply to protect the niiu- 
inir interest, which was now destroying the agricult­ 
ural interest s-3 
Mr. Neumann again spoke in favor of the bill. 
The m iners had a right to work their mines, and the 
United States Government, if it was honest, should 
protect them in it.

Mr. K ane rose and, in favoring the am endm ent, 
said :

Senate Bill No. 221—To compel railroad and other 
corporations to comply with th eir contracts w ith the 
people—was called up by Mr. Brown of Sonoma and 
passed to th irl reading. 
Assembly Bill No. 559—An Act to repeal an Act 
eutitled sn Act in relation to th e assessment and 
collection of taxes on personal property in the city 
and county of San Francisco, approved March 18, 
1S74 (by Mr. Merry)—was passed to third reading. 


RECONSIDERATIONS. 
Mr. T t l e r moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the Assembly last evening passed Assembly Bill No. 
311, relative to a tux on immigration. 
He stated 
th a t th e bill was evidently not understood by the 
House. 
He simply wished to see how far the desire 
to pass anti Chinese laws would 30. 
It was impos­ 
ing an unjust tax upon passengers of foreign birtb, 
no m atter from w hat country they came. 
Mr. May said he had voted f r the bill but thought 
the House owed a vote of thanks to Mr. Tyler for 
exposing one of the 5argest steals of the season. He 
now should vote agains* it. 
The bill would increase 
the income of the Commissioner on Im m igration to 
over $20,000. 


Mr. Merry took the same v?ew and said he should 
now vote against the bill.

THE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 
Mr. Bruner called up his motion to reconsider the 
vote by which the Assembly rejected Senate Bill No. 
313—Xu Act to provide for the m anagem ent of the 
SU te Agricultural Society. 
Mr. T yler was in favor of one Agricultural So­ 
ciety f>r the State, and understood th e friends of 
the bill were ready to have it amended. 
Mr. H ardy said there were two bills to be con­ 
sidered. 
He did not believe in m aking these insti­ 
tution 1 the children of the State, to receive appro­ 
priations. 
Mr. Cook charged th a t there had been bargains 
made between the Normal School people and the 
friends of this bill, th at both should pass 
Mr. Bkunf.r said this Has not the case. 
Mr. |C amr in also said the charge was not true. 
By the bill the Agricultural Society was placed ini­ 
cie r the control of the State. 
Ai* appropriation was 
n >t asked now. 
When an appropriation was asked 
for it would be tim e enough t j charge th at the bill 
was extravagant. 
Mr. Bennett thought it was not desirable to fasten 
the Agricultural Society, with the D istrict Societies 
contem plated, upon the State. 
Mr. Youho spoke at some length of the benefits 
of the State Society,and said he could not enum erate 
half the benefits in an hour. 
He hoped the Assem­ 
bly would rise above sectional considerations. 
Air. Ester opposed th* bill. 
Mr. C a rr of Sacramento said it was necessary to 
m ake the Society a State institution, aud 110 appro- 
priati >n was asked for. 
Mr. Mvliiolland said to discuss the m atter fur­ 
th er was a waste of tim e. He hoped the action of 
the House would not he reconsidered. 
Messrs. A nthony, Brauxiiart and Maybell op­ 
posed the bill, and it was favored by Messrs. H ersuy 
and Bruner. 
Mr. Bruner, in closing th o debate, said th at Sac­ 
ram ento had raised m ore money by subscription 
than the State had appropriated.

Mr. W asson of Mono said the State had no institu­ 
tion wherein any record of the variety of m inerals of 
this State can be found—110 institution «Thereby any 
intelligent conception of the mineral resources of 
California can be obtained. The State Geological 
Survey began at the wrong end. 
The State suubbed 
the State Geologist, Mr. W hitney, who in turn 
snubbed the State, by taking awav all th at was val­ 
uable of the survey and mineral?. 
No information 
can be obtained as to w hat became of the maps and 
reports pertaining to the minerals. 
The question 
now is, how to remedy the failure of the geologi.al 
survey. 
This 
bill, No. 415, proposes 
to 
es­ 
tablish 
in 
San 
Francisco 
an 
office, 
the 
State Mineralogist to collect the necessary data. 
In the Berkeley University the College of Mines per­ 
tains to the teaching of some knowledge of mining, 
but that can have no perceptible bearing upon the 
wants of the great mass of people who come and go 
from San Francisco—prospectore, m iners and capi­ 
talists. 
This, if establishe I, would supplem ent the 
Berkeley ins itution, round it out and make the 
subject of leading importance. 
The funds to be 
used are drawn from the license tax imposed by the 
law of 1878 upon certificates of mining stocks. The 
first year the proceeds from this tax were about 
$30,000, but judging from the sales now the funds 
will not amount to more than §10,000 annually. 
It 
would be paid in San Francisco, and through every 
mining stock company on the Pacific coast mining 
people contribute to this, and though for the time 
being it will divert money from the treasury of San 
Francisco, th at mouey will create a great State in­ 
stitution. 
Mr. T iler said th at he looked upon this as one of 
the most im portant bilN of the sessi n. 
It would 
encourage mines and m ining enterprises by furnish­ 
ing needed ipform tiou. 
San Francisco was the 
great mining center of the world, and the money to 
be expanded in this institution would be realized 
from the transfer of stocks. 
He was heartily in 
favor of the bill. 
Mr May opposed the ill as an effort to unjustly 
take money out of the treasury of San F ran­ 
cisco. 
He thought it was a cool proposition to come 
from Mono and Alameda counties. 
To him the ob 
jections to the bill were insurm ountable. 
Mr. Fox said this bill proposed to establish a place 
where men could obtain the information th at for 
twenty-five years the world had been seeking, as to 
th e m ineral resources of theFacific coast, ta n Fran­ 
cisco is the mineral center of the world. 
It is the 
place to which people come for information as to the 
great mining resources of the world. 
There is now 
no place whore capital bursting from its vaults in the 
East can come and get th at information, and it is 
proposed to furnish a bureau which shall give it as 
to this industry which has in times past built up 
this State and made it from a howling wilderness to 
blossom as the rose. 
It will be done at the expense 
of the m iners themselves and none others. 
Suppose 
th e money does come from the treasury of San Fran­ 
cisco, who puts this money into th at treasury? 
These very m iners th at are now seeking to give in­ 
formation and to extend the knowledge of the re­ 
sources of this country. 
His money in the first 
place should not have been given to San Francisco, 
bu t should have been pai 1 into the treisury of the 
State. 
Give back a portion of it now u build up 
and encourage th e great m ining industries. 
Mr. Braunuart opposed the bill and thought the 
bill to sunpress stock-gambling and encourage min­ 
ing, which ha ■ been adopted, was all the legislation 
needed in this direction at present. 
Mr. Brown of Sonoma said there was already a 


large collection of specimens in th? State University 
and an abundance of inform ation could be obtained 
there. 
Mr. T ylf.r spoke in faver of the bill and answered 
at some length objections urged by Mr. May and 
others. 
- 
Messrs. McIntosh, Merry and McCallion said 
during the debate it w a s claimed th at if people in 
San Francisco desired it, th at it should have been in- 
trodu ’ed through the representatives from th a t city. 
Mr. W asson of Mono closed thetlebate, aud said 
th a t with regard to the bill c»ming from San Fran­ 
cisco, it was natural th at it should be sent to the

The money from that 
place is expended in San Francisco. 
More than 
this, Mexico, Alaska and A ustralia arc all intim ately 
connected with th at city, as a business center, and 
so far os furnishing needed inform ation is concerned 
trie U niversity 1- a mere b hoolbov concern to what 
this bureau will give in five years’ tim e. It will be 
an liGiior to and the pride of the city. 
There are 
donations of specimens from mine* am ounting to 
thousands of dollars ready to be offered to it. 
In 
referring to Mono county. I may say it is the most 
pronounce x m ining county in the Btate, and it lay- 
undeveloped for years for want of such information 
as this Bureau will furnish. There is not a county 
in tliQ State th at is not a m ining county, unless it is 
ban Francisco; and there they mine in the pockets 
of the people. 
We have fully developed only mines 
of two minerals—gold and silver and quicksilver. 
The country is rich in mineral substance, arid no 
record is made of it. 
No authoritative reports are 
published of the varied minerals th a t have a com­ 
mercial value. 
We have no storehouse of inform a­ 
tion w here t e stranger can find out where these 
m inerals are, and yet they are known to exist. 
We 
only a-k a fair hearing upon this subject, and I am 
sure the people of ban Francisco within five years 
will be proud of this institution.

Mr. Hardy hoped the enacting clause would not 
be stricken out, and an amendment adopted which 
would allow rifle clubs to practice. 
Mr. Mathews quoted from the Constitution of the 
United SUtes to 6huw that a well regulated militia 
was necessary.

A n o th er D efalcation In M crcrtl fo n n ly 
Discovered. 
M erced, April 0;h.—Another defalcation, 
amounting to about §4,000, by ex-Treasurer 
Turner, was discovered on Saturday. 
It ap- 
fiears that the money belonging to the several 
school districts of 
the county had been 
counted and turned over by the ex-Treasurer 
to his successor to make good the deficiency 
in the funds of the county, and that the 
Amlitor had no account with the Treasurer of 
moneys ap[»ortioned to the school districts ; 
hence the "failure of the Superior Judge and 
Auditor to discover the delinquency when 
they counted the money in the treasury on 
the first Monday of March last.. The people 
are much excited in consequence of this dis­ 
covery.

CHEAP HOUSES. 
The San Francisco Bulletin has deserved 
the thanks of its readers by procuring and 
publishing a series of carefully drawn ar­ 
chitect’s plans for cheap houses. 
In a re­ 
cent issue it gave the full specifications and 
plans for a very neat and even ornamental 
cottage of four rooms, to cost $500 when 
completed. It is evident that this is a class 
of houses inore urgently needed than any 
other. There is no difficulty about houses 
of a more pretentious style, but a really 
convenient and at the same time artistic 
poor man's house is among the wants of the 
age. When it is possible for a poor man 
to build such a house as the one whose 
plans we refer to, for a little over S50O, it 
is moreover apparent that a very large 
number of thrifty workingmen who live 
in hired houses would do much bet­ 
ter for themselves by building, and 
could build, on this scale, without embar­ 
rassing themselves. The Heal lístate As­ 
sociates of San Francisco have built and 
sold several hundred houses on the instal­ 
ment plan, but we Lelieve that they have 
dealt only in the comparatively costly 
kind of residences. 
We should have 
thought that investment in cottages of 
three, four and live rooms, would hove 
presented even more certain returns, and 
we are surprised, seeing what can be done 
in this way with a very little money, that 
so far tho field is practically unoccupied. 
The preparation of plans tor these cheap 
houses by a skilled architect is a particu­ 
larly good idea, for it insures an effort to 
infuse some grace of outline and arrange­ 
ment into the plans, and this is by no 
means an unimportant consideration. It 
is one of tho misfortunes of poverty that it 
should so geuerally briug men into contact 
with all that is ugliest iu life. If something 
of the grace and beauty which really are 
so easy of attainment were connected with 
humble residences, both inside and out, 
the change would inaugurate a distinct 
upward movement in civilization. 
Art 
indeed, as applied to everyday life, is in its 
infancy as yet. The fact that oeiuty of 
form and colorare tobo sought and availed 
of everywhere, and not to be put on pinna­ 
cles or locked away iu museums, has been 
borne in upon the popular perception very 
slowly. It is, however, becoming recog­ 
nized quite generally now, and we hope 
that one of its first fruits will he the ap­ 
plication of artistic skill as well to the 
cottage of the laborer as to the palace of 
the millionaire. Cheap houses are much to 
secure, but houses both cheap aa I graceful 
are a positive aid to moral as wuil as social 
advancement.

THE UNIVERSITY. 
A correspondent in our last issue de 
fended the University from some appa­ 
rently uncandid criticism, but at the same 
time acknowledged somewhat of a decline 
in the attendance at that institution, and 
seemed to regret the impracticability of 
making the C-oliege of Agriculture what 
the pn'olic expected it to be. Precisely 
what the public have expected from the 
College of Agriculture it would probably 
be hard to say, but if our correspondent is 
correctly informed the main difficulty has 
been due to the disinclination of students 
to take np that line of study. Farmers, 
he says, do not wish their sons 
to be educated for the occupation 
they 
follow, 
and 
where 
parental 
wishes are not expressed, young men 
seldom select agriculture spontaneously, 
chiefly because it does not seem to hold 
out the opportunities which other pursuits 
aflord for acquiring wealth. In fact the 
general deduction to be drawn is that the 
agricultural experiment languishes, and 
that it languishes mainly because there is 
no class in California emulous of being 
scientific farmers. It seems to us that the 
Grangers ought to take this state of things 
under consideration, for if it is as repre­ 
sented it would be merely throwing good 
money after bad to extend the agricultural 
course at the University, since no elabora­ 
tion of educational machinery can compen­ 
sate for the absence of a desire to learn on 
the part of those for whose special use all 
the preparations have been made. 


THE MINING BUL. 
It is said that the Senate committee 
have so amended the Braunhart-Tuttle 
mining bill as to render it worthless. If 
this is true a serious wrong lias been com­ 
mitted, and one which is certain to bring 
its own penalty in dur time. While the 
Gorley bill was too crude and unintelligent 
to be of any use, the acquiescence of think­ 
ing men in its defeat did not indicate the 
existence of any disinclination to reform 
the abuses which hive so long marked the 
business of stock-dealing. On the con­ 
trary, the demand for such reform has 
for years been most emphatic and unmis­ 
takable, and the feeling caused by the 
defeat of the Tuttle bill at the last session 
cf the Legislature ought to have convinced 
politicians that the public would not much 
longer tolerate inaction or bad faith in this 
connection. The bill now before the Sen­ 
ate is in principle the Tuttle bill, with 
some modifications calculated to give it 
greater force and cogency. It does not 
impose any mischievous or impracticable 
restrictions upon stock-dealing, but it 
guards the public against those de­ 
vices 
by which a few unscrupu­ 
lous conspirators have hitherto been 
able to fleece the market and rob in­ 
nocent investors. • Títere is no possibility 
of disputing the assertion that the stock 
business has in the past been little more 
than a systematic swindling machinery. 
It has not merely been an agency for gam­ 
bling, for all stock exchanges are that, and 
the speculative spirit which belongs so 
largely to mercantile transactions of every 
kind cannot be eliminated from dealings iu 
which unforeseen contingencies are neces­ 
sarily part of the calculations. But the 
stock exchange in California has been a 
cheating game, in which, to uso gambling 
librases, the cards have been stocked on 
the public, and in which the so-called 
smartness of the operators has too com­ 
monly consisted iu a shameless defiance of 
honesty7, truth and fair play7. If the inef­ 
fable meannesses, the base lies, the mon­ 
strous frauds, the audacious scoundrelisms, 
which have constituted the leading charac­ 
teristics of that peculiar section, could have 
been so guarded as to take effect only upon 
the men who devised and executed them, 
the public interest might not have required 
any special protection, for in that case the 
swindlers would in a short time have 
wrought out their own perdition, and the 
world would have been rid of them. But 
all their rascally tricks have had for ulti­ 
mate end and aim the entrapment and 
plundering of the people at large, whose 
ignorance and credulity render them help­ 
less and easy victims to the conscienceless 
rogues that prey upon their weakness. 
And while it is useless to expect that pop­ 
ular gullibility can be prevented by legis­ 
lation, the robbery of silly dupes is a matter 
of w hich the State must take cognizance, 
and against which it is bound to adopt pre­ 
cautions. 


has been introduced is the only effectual 
means cf solving the problem. Two tliing3 
arc necessary. First, to prevent any more 
debris from leaving the mining region. 
Second, to provide for the safe transporta­ 
tion of the debris now in the mines, to the 
sea. The first requirement can be met by 
building dams in the mountains. The sec­ 
ond can only be met by building levees on 
the banks of the rivers, and so increasing 
the velocity and carrying capacity of the 
currents. The rivers must be helped to 
carry off the debris now in their beds, and 
this could not possibly be done if Mr. Sat- 
terwhite’s crude aud superficial idea was 
adopted. It is a pity that he did not take 
the trouble to inform himself on the sub­ 
ject before committing himself to an opin­ 
ion so totally at variance with all the facts 
in the case. 
THE STA1E AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


There is no doubt in the minds of ob­ 
servers that the stock business can be made 
much safer and more honest. There are 
certain abuses which are plainly capable of 
being removed, and the removal of which 
would render robbery difficult. The pro­ 
hibition of “ wash” sales is one of these 
instances. The improvement of the pro­ 
visions for managing mining corporations is 
another. If the “ freezing-out” of stock­ 
holders by levying unnecessary assess­ 
ments, the conspiring of manipulators to 
conceal the actual condition of mices, the 
monopolizing of valuable discoveries in the 
special interest of a few insiders, and simi­ 
lar common evils, were effectually guarded 
against and prevented, it is very certain 
that though the public might not be any 
wiser in their investments than before, 
they could no longer be lured to ruin by 
knaves so easily as at present. The 
demoralization which the flagrant in­ 
iquities of the stock business as prac­ 
ticed has engendered, has more than is 
generally realized to do with the tendency 
to crazy agitations witnessed in San Fran­ 
cisco, moreover. A belief in the prevalence 
of inhuman greed aud rapacity and dishon­ 
esty has been born of the thousand notori­ 
ous exhibitions of those evil qualities which 
stock manipulations have furnished. The 
common people aren ever more moral than 
the intelligent classes who assume superi­ 
ority over them, and when rich men are 
unscrupulous and addicted to swindling 
one another, it is natural and even inevit­ 
able that poor men should be prone to com­ 
munistic delusions. Wise and far-seeing 
politicians ought to see in the stock-market 
abuses potent factors in that chronic dis­ 
turbance of the public mind which in San 
Francisco renders the condition of society 
so unstable, and which checks progress so 
seriously. 
And recognizing the broader 
significance of this evil, they should per­ 
ceive the importance of curbing it by just 
legislation, and of thus reducing its 
capacity for mischief. 
The Tuttle-Braun- 
liart bill is a measure which is demanded 
in the public interest, and the public will 
neither forget nor forgive a refusal on the 
part of the Legislature to deal with this 
question. 
Nor can it be imagined that 
killing the bill in committee by amend­ 
ments will blind the lookers-on. 
The 
agencies which are at work to defeat all 
remedial legislation on this subject arc not 
so well concealed as seems ¿o be believed, 
and if nothing is done at this session there 
will be sharp dissatisfaction with the 
outcome, and there will at a future time 
be au inevitable demand for the punish­ 
ment of those who have betrayed their 
trust. 
MR. SATTERWHITE’3 MISTAKE. 
Mr. Satterwliite made a minority report 
on the debris bill in which he expressed 
the opinion that the only measure de­ 
manded in this connection was a bill 
enabling all the miners to be joined in 
action, so that the question could be set­ 
tled by litigation. It is but too evident 
that Mr. Satterwhite lacks understanding 
of the case upon which nevertheless he so 
confidently dogmatizes. If his idea was 
carried out, and the whole question was 
left to litigation, the most that the farmers 
could obtain would be an injunction to 
suspend or permanently stop hydraulic 
mining. But (and here is the point at 
which Mr. Satterwhite’s ignorance of the 
subject becomes conspicuous) if the hy­ 
draulic mining was stopped to-morrow the 
debris problem would not be solved, nor 
would it be solved if the miners were com­ 
pelled to impound every ounce of debris 
now in the mining region. For the fact is 
that an enormous mass of debris has 
already been carried out of the mountains, 
beyond the reach of dams or other retain­ 
ing devices, and that no stoppage of 
mining can prevent this 
enormous 
mass from being washed down into 
the rivers. 
There is enough of it 
now outside the mining region to 
bury Marysville, to destroy all the lands 
on the Bear and Yuba and Feather rivers, 
to make the Sacramento river unnavi- 
gable, and endanger the city of Sacra­ 
mento. And it is because no relief scheme 
which does not take this into account can 
be of any practical use, that the bill which 


A bill has passed the Senate and is be­ 
fore the Assembly, which, if it becomes a 
law, will place the State Agricultural So­ 
ciety under the exclusive control of the 
State. The wisdom of this proposition is 
sufficiently obvious. 
The bill provides 
that the State Board of Agriculture shall 
be appointed by the Governor instead of 
elected by the members of the society, as 
has hitherto been doue. No better pian 
can be devised to delocalize both the an­ 
nual exhibitions of the society and its 
management generally. 
The objects of 
the society are as broad as the State, 
and its management should have equal 
breadth and scope. 
The purpose of the 
hill under consideration is to make the 
society a distinctively State institution, 
and its provisions are admirably adapted 
to accomplish that end. 
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THE SPRINGER AFFAIR. 
The attempt to injure Springer in con­ 
nection with the Donnelly-Washburn affair 
has failed conspicuously, and in fact his en­ 
emies have come opt of the encounter very 
badly used up. There seems no doubt that 
a deliberate plot was laid to entrap him 
into an ugly mess, and the circumstance 
that the principal agent in this dirty con­ 
spiracy is a confidential friend of Tilden, 
added to the significance of the scandal. 
Where Tilden's fingers are, there some­ 
thing corrupt or sneaking is tolerably sure 
to be developed sooner or later. This in­ 
cident shows that the old man of Cipher 
Alley ha3 many enemies among the Demo­ 
crats in Congress, however, and indirectly 
it may be regarded as telling against his 
prospects.

W ashington, April 6th.—The bill facilitating the 
negotiation of biils of lading and other commercial 
instruments was placed on lile. 
The Senate insisted on its amendments to the 
Census hill, and Harris, Pendleton and Morrill were 
appointed conferees. 
A resolution allowing: the printing office employes 
certain holidays was passed. 
The Senate considered the calendar—Maxey’s bill 
authorizing a retired list of non-commissioned of- 
cers after thirty years’ service. 
Logan, Hampton and Burnsides favored it. 
Beck opposed it. 
The morning hour having expired, the Utc bill 
was taken up. 
Pendleton went over the hist ry of the various 
negotiations with the l ies, and stated his belief 
that wrongs were committed on both sides, aud a 
feeling of irritation existed up to the time of the 
massacre. To-day 45,000 enterprising settlers arc 
pressing upon these 4,000 Indians. The Govern­ 
ment has either to make war upon the Indians in 
the interest of the settlers or on tiie settlers. The only 
alternative is to make an arrangement advantageous 
to both Indians and settlers, as is attempted iu this 
agreement. 
It observed treaty rights and in­ 
augurated what is now required, namely, a new 
Indian pol cy. The old policy of large reservations 
and the recognition of tribal organizations u s suit­ 
able to the time when vast areas oí land lay unoccu­ 
pied and teemed not likely to be needed for settle­ 
ment in at least a century. Pendleton showed that 
a large appropriation was made in the bill for 
schools, but after all lu- thought the most powerful 
and effective mode of education was to grant prop­ 
erty rights. 
Morgan asked the Senator whether the Committee 
on Indian Affairs thought there was any reason for 
making the treatment of the Ules an exception from 
the general Indian policy. 
Pendleton thought he could properly state that 
the committee was likely to presenta hill,and might 
hereafter do so, to extend the principle of this bill 
to all Indians, atd thus obviate tiie necessity for 
further legisla:ion|on the Indian question. But there 
was an urgent necessity fur immediate action iu re­ 
gard to this particular tribe. 
Teller made some remarks, in which ho took n 
different view from that of Teller concerning the 
treatment of the Utes by the whites, and claimed 
that they were not maltreated by the p ople of Colo­ 
rado. He reiterated that the trouble was due to 
maladministration on the pari, of the Intenor De­ 
partment, and alleged that the Secretary had not 
sent all tue information to the Senate that had been 
called f r. 
Hill said the bill was not claimed by any one to 
be perfect, but was the best settlement of the Ute 
question that was thought practicable. He denied 
the statement of Teller ihat the Interior Depart­ 
ment had concealed the fact concerning the treat­ 
ment of the captive women with a view to treating 
sympathy for the Indians, and said the information 
was withheld at the urgent request of the women, 
and for their benefit, and no other course could 
honorably have been followed. The policy of edu­ 
cating the Indians was a good one, hut it required 
time. This bill was to meet a sudden emergency. 
Adjourned.#

Washington, April 6th.—Night sessions are or­ 
dered for We inesday and Thursday, to consider the 
bills reported by the Naval Committee. 
McMahon, from the Appropriation Committee, re­ 
ported hack the Special Deficiency bill with the Sen­ 
ate amendments. 
Point being made that it must be referred to the 
Committee of the Whole, McMahon withdrew the 
bill and it was recommitted. 
Night sessions were ordered for ‘21st and 23d for 
District of Columbia business. 
Atkins, Chairman of the Appropriation Commit­ 
tee, reported the Naval Appropriation bill. Referred 
to the Committee cf the Whole. 
The report btates that the Navy Dcj»artraent’s 
estimate amounted to $14,609,000. The committee 
reduces the amount $218,000 from the estimates, 
making it $355,000 larger than last year’s bill. 
A bi l was introduced by Washburn, from the 
Public Lands Committee, authorizing the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad to extend its 
road through Dakota. Referred to the Committee 
of the Whole. 
Also a bill authorizing the Fort Worth and Sioux 
City Railroad Company to extend its line to the 
Missouri river. 
Shelby, from the Railroad and Canal Committee, 
introduced a bill authorizing the Secretary of War 
to contract with the San Antonie and Mexican Bor­ 
der Railroad Company for the immediate construc­ 
tion of a railroad from San Antonio to a poiut near 
Lareio. 
Shelby moved to refer to the Committee of the 
Whole. 
Me Lane wished it referred to the Committee on 
Pacific Railroads. 
Pending action the morning hour expired, and 
the Senate resolution giving the printing office em­ 
ployes certain holiday* was passed. 
Clymer moved that the House go into Committee 
of the Whole upon the Army Appropriation bill, 
which motion was antagonized by Springer, who de­ 
sired to call up the Curtin-Yocum contested election 
case.Clymer’s motion was, however, agreed to, and the 
House went into Committee of the Whole (Springer 
in the chair) on the Army Appropriation bill. 
Clymer said the bill was carefully framed. It ap­ 
propriated $26,425,000, or $1,250,000 less than the 
estimates. 
The bill was then read for amendments. 
Sparks, under instructions from the Military Com­ 
mittee, offered an amendment giving regularly com­ 
missioned surgeons the preference in the service to 
the contract surgeons, the latter not to be called 
until the former are employed.

W ashington, April 6th.—During the ex­ 
ecutive session of the Senate to-day, the nom­ 
inations of Messrs. Swift and Trescott, as 
Commissioners to negotiate a treaty with 
China, were reported back from the Foreign 
Relations Committee and placed on the cal­ 
endar, with a recommendation that tiiey be 
confirmed. There will be no opposition to 
their confirmation, aud it may therefore be 
expected at an early day. 
It is learned in diplomatic circles that Sec­ 
retary Kvarts has gotten into a difficulty with 
Sir Edward Thornton, and has also greatly 
strained his relations with President llayes, 
on account of certain curious circumstances 
growing out of his holding views antagonistic 
to the general sentiment of the country on the 
interoceanic canal question. It appears that 
he took it for granted that he would shape the 
policy of the Administration on this question, 
and that he assured the British Minister on a 
number of occasions that nothing of any im­ 
portance or iu the least way obnoxious to the 
British Government should be said in the 
President’s messages to Congress on this sub­ 
ject. When, therefore, the President sur­ 
prised him one day by reading the very em­ 
phatic Monroe doctrine which he (the 
President) had himself prepared, and 
which, in 
spite 
of Evart’s persua­ 
sion and protestation, he refused to 
modify, the Secretary’s amazement, mor­ 
tification aud chagrin were unbounded, 
and when it was sent to Congress lie had to 
explain matters to Sir Edward as best he 
could. It is quite generally understood that 
a breach has already been opened between 
the President and Secretary Evarta by the 
latter’s ill-disguised contempt for the abilities 
of most of his official associates, including 
the President, aud there is no doubt what­ 
ever that the occurrences above noted have 
widened the breach very materially. 
Tlic Springer Affair Card From Finley. 
W ashington, April 6th.—A. H. Einley 
has issued a card, and says : 
Of the charge of Representative Springer that a 
certain anonymous letter, dated March 4th, and 
mailed March 8th, in which $5,000 was offered him 
if lie would support \V. D. 'Vashburn in tiie Don­ 
nelly contested election case, was written by me or 
by some one for me, I desire to state unequivocally 
and positively that I never wrote any such letter or 
employed any other poison to write it, and did not 
know of its existence until after Mrs. Springer had 
shown it to Ifon George W. Julian. Springer at 
the time he made the charge also read a letter of 
mine dated Mareli 7, i860, in whieli I strongly urged 
him to support Donnelly. There is nothing in that 
letter 1 regret. I did not Sfeak or pretend to speak 
for Tilden. I spoke as a Democrat iu the name of 
Democrats. 1 believe the State of Minnesota was 
stolen away from the Democracy by unparalleled 
briberies and intimidations, and I was in favor of 
restoring it to the Democratic column of States,

times conversed with Springer on the sub­ 
ject, ami he had, as lie repeatedly assured me, 
agreed with me in those views and said he would 
vote to seat Donnelly.

1 was astonished beyond expression when i learned 
a few ilays afterwards that tiie Republicans were 
claiming Springer as upon their side. 1 wrote, 
therefore, earnestly and warmly, because I did not 
wish to see Springer injure his own reputation and 
at the same time oppose the great interests of the 
Democratic party. If I spoke too strongly in that 
letter, or in any other way, if I was guilty of an 
impropriety, I regret it. 1 have no hostility to 
Springer and no desire to do him injustice, i do 
think, however, it would only have been fair upon 
his part when lie made so serious a charge* against 
me, it' he had demanded a committee investigation 
and given me an opportunity to have defended my­ 
self on the records of the same body in which tiie 
attack was made.

tion of the bill is framed. Page has pre­ 
pared an amendment which he will offer to 
the pending Arrny Appropriations bill, to 
authorize the President to detail an army 
officer to act as Professor of Military Science, 
etc., at the California State University. It 
appears that the maximum number of such 
details now authorized by law has been ab­ 
sorbed elsewhere, and unless a special pro­ 
vision be made for this institution the arms 
now there will soon have to be removed to 
some Federal post. 
Tlic “ Exo«liis” Investigatlon. 
W ash in g to n , April 6th.—Before the Ex­ 
odus Committee to-day several witnesses 
testified to the undesirability of the Kansas 
emigrants as citizens, on account of their 
pauperism. Per contra, Charleton H. Tandy, 
President of the St. Louis Refugee Belief 
Board, presented a memorial setting forth 
the outrages to which colored men in the 
South continually submitted, urging Con­ 
gress to investigate the exodus, while the 
story of oppression, fraud, cruelty, intimida­ 
tion and robbery is gone over. About 75 
white citizens of St. Louis sign the 
memorial, including ex-Senator Henderson, 
Judge Dilion, United States District At­ 
torney John Noble, and Willian McKee, 
publisher of the Qtobe-Dcmocrat. Tandy 
thought the exodus would never cease until 
the Southern whites stop the cruelties. 
Elections in Ohio. 
COLUMBUS, April 6th.—Complete returns 
from this city show that Graham (Rep.) is 
elected City Engineer by 61 majority; Dent 
(Rep.) is elected Police Commissioner by S4 
majority; Pausch (Deni.) is elected Police 
Commissioner, ajjd Olnhausen (Dem.) is 
elected J ustice of the Peace. The Republi­ 
cans have 19 members of the City Council 
aud the Democrats 9. The Board of Edu­ 
cation is a tie. Specials from outside towns 
show large Republican gains. 
C incinnati, April 6th.—E. Shelby’s ma­ 
jority for City Comptroller over Hoffman 
(Dem.) is estimated at 3,000. The Republi­ 
cans elected the entire School Board, 16 out 
of 25 Councilmen, and 12 of the 14 Alder­ 
men.

I n d ia n a po lis, April 6th.—The elections 
in Indiana for township officers and on the 
constitutional amendments to-day brought 
out about a two-thirds vote of the State. 
The indications are that the Republicans 
make large gains in the township elections, 
aud carry the constitutional amendments by 
a very decided majority. _ The Republicans 
all voted for ihe ratification of the amend­ 
ments, and as far as reports have been re­ 
ceived they indicate that from 10 to 20 per 
cent, of the Democratic vote was in favor of 
the ratification. The Germans voted about 
solid for the amendments. The ratification 
of the amendments dispenses with an October 
election, fixing the State election on the 
day of the Presidential election.

W ash in g to n , April 6th.—In the House of 
Representatives to-day Berry, in behalf of 
the Public Lands Committee, reported favor­ 
ably on Page’s bill providing for the refund­ 
ing by the Government of all fees in excess 
of payments and commissions paid for enter­ 
ing lands to which the Government subse­ 
quently finds it cannot convey title. It also 
provides that in all coses where settlers have 
paicfdmible minimum rates for lands, after­ 
wards discovered to be outside of railroad 
limits, the excess of 81 25 per acre shall be 
refunded to them. Another section provides 
for returning all fees paid by innocent pur­ 
chasers of fraudulent homestead scrip for en­ 
tries subsequently cancelled. The same com­ 
mittee to-day reported back and placed on 
the House calendar for passage Senate bill 
316, “ for the relief of homestead settlers on 
public lands.” This important measure is the 
bill originally introduced by Senator Booth, 
and fully described in these dispatches when 
passed by the Senate, about a month ago, 
which provides that homestead rights shall 
relate back to the date of settlement on any 
public lands, and that the abandonment of a 
homestead entry shall immediately subject 
the land to a claim under the homestead or 
pre-emption laws, of the first person who has 
settled, or may thereafter settle upon it. 
These two measures are of great importance 
to many hundred settlers in California. 
Representative Daggett’s biil authorizing 
the State of Nevada to select 2,000,000 acres 
of land anywhere within her boundaries iu 
lieu of the 16th and 36th sections heretofore 
granted for school purposes, was also re­ 
ported from the House committee to-day and 
placed on the calendar, with a recommenda­ 
tion for passage.

Bradstreet’s 
agency have received dispatches that local 
attachments to the amount of 836,000 have 
been filed against the firm, anda mortgage to 
tiie wife of the senior partner for 854.000 was 
put on record a few days ago, purporting to 
have been made in December last. The total 
liabilities are reported at over 8200,000, of 
which more than 8100,000 are due to creditors 
in New York city. It is said that every house 
in the straw goods trade in this city, except 
one, are creditors—the principal ones being 
reported as the following : William Knowl- 
ton Si Sons, Searle, Daily & Co., Hub­ 
bard, Bassett, Fanner k Co., Coffin 
k 
Hurlhnt, Zamer k Feldstein, F. 
Bianchi k Co., Dreyfuss, I.egg & Co., 
H. 11. Hoffneiler & Co., Obertuffer, Abegg & 
Co. The house had been in existence twenty 
years, and had excellent credit, and claimed 
to be worth 8200,000. The son, who had 
been buying goods here, left on March 6th 
for San Francisco. The purchases were ex­ 
traordinarily large, more than double the 
usual amount, but the creditors thought 
nothing of it, as the bills heretofore had al­ 
ways been paid on time, and sometimes be­ 
fore they were due. The purchases were 
made on four months’ time, and are conse­ 
quently not yet due. The creditors were 
very indignant over the failure. Representa­ 
tions, it is said, were made by the son to 
many creditors here that they were worth 
over 8200,000 in real estate, unincumbered, 
and, even if the Kearnry agitation made a 
bad business season, they were abundantly 
able to pay for all their purchases from their 
income.

N ew Y ork, April 6th.—A Cork special to 
the Te’ejram announces the following result 
in the Parliamentaay elections there : Daly 
(Home Ruler), 1,923 ; Parnell, 1,505 ; Gould- 
ing (Conservative), 1,377 ; Murphy (Conserva­ 
tive). 999. The two first named were elected. 
Daly is a partisan cf Parnell, not only in the 
Laud League, but also in bis obstruction pol­ 
icy. Murphy, who is defeated, and against 
whom Parnell directed his entire hostility, 
accepted the Home-Rule platform with a cau­ 
tious reservation compatible with the integ­ 
rity of the United Kingdom. 
L ondon, April 0th.—The additional gains 
of the Home Rulers are 40, among them 
Charles Stuart Parnell, who is elected from 
Cork city over Nickels de Murphy, Liberal. 
Parnell only recently concluded to make a 
contest for the election, declaring that the 
present aspect of elections rendered it neces­ 
sary to have a strong enough Irish party in 
Parliament to force concessions from the 
Whig Government. 
B lsm arrk D isgusted. 
B erlin, April 6th.—Prince Bismarck has 
tendered his resignation as Chancellor of the 
Empire, because of the vote on financial re­ 
form in the Federal Council. 
P eace P reservaliou Act P roclaim ed Iu 
B aso inland. 
L ondon, April 6th.—Advices from Cape 


Town dated April 5th say: The peace proc­ 
lamation Act was to-day proclaimed in Basu- 
taland. This was probably done in connec­ 
tion with the disarmament of the natives, 
from whom trouble was apprehended. 
D em ocratic M anifesto iu Spain. 
M a d rid , April 6th.—A Democratic man­ 
ifesto, signed hy 279 former Deputies and 
Senators and 21 journalists, is published. It 
demands religious liberty, liberty of the 
press and public meetings, of association, and 
of education, universal suffrage, decentraliza­ 
tion, obligatory military service for all, 
economy in public service, respect for the 
rights of individuals, improved control over 
the finances, the assimilation of Cuba to 
Spain, and the irremovability of Judges. 
Failure In Make a Treaty. 
R angoon, April 6th.—The British Com­ 
missioner has written a letter to the Burmese 
Embassy at Tbystnyo, saying that the Em­ 
bassy had failed to offer satisfactory propo­ 
sals for a new treaty with Great Britain. 
Therefore an early return of the Embassy to 
Upper Burmah was desirable. 
A dvices from M exico. 
C ity o f M exico, March 30th.—General 
Trevcno has obtained a four months’ furlough 
to visit the United States. 
Governor Terrazas, of Chihuahua, is co­ 
operating with the American forces in pursu­ 
ing Apache Indians. 
According to rejiorts a Special Commis­ 
sioner of the Federal Goverment has been 
appointed to investigate the importance of 
the Sierra Mojada mines. President Diaz 
has abrogated the order which declares Sierra 
Mojada federal territory. The mines are re­ 
ported to be insignificant in value in their 
present state. 
The Monitor, a Republican newspaper, 
warns Mexico of the danger from the United 
States in the event of another revolution, and 
says the late revolution of 1876 produced the 
celebrated order of June 1st, besides many 
difficulties in the way of a recognition of the 
Government by the United States. 
The dictatorial powers of General Gonzales 
continues in the Eastern States, where he 
heads considerable forces, even after peace is 
restored, and causes uneasiness. 
An oscillatory earthquake was felt at the 
Capital on the 19th ultimo, and also in other 
places.

At Santa Fe, N. M., on Monday night, 
Win. Robinson, without provocation, shot 
policeman Sunday, knocking r ff two fingers. 
Sunday returned the fire, killing Robinson 
instantly. Robinson was intoxicated. 
The night express that left Boston at 10 
o’clock Monday night for New York, via 
Springfield, was partially wrecked by the 
caving of an embankment about three miles 
nortli of Meriden, Conn. Nobody was in­ 
jured seriously. 
In the rowing match at New Orleans Mon­ 
day, Plaisted won easily in 42 minutes and 
29 seconds, defeating Sullivan, the course be­ 
ing two and a half miles and return.

The internal revenue collections in the 
San Francisco district since the 1st of Jan­ 
uary amount to 8679,030, against $519,000 
in the same time last ye»r.

LOGAL INTELLIGENCE. 


L et I t be S et tled.—Matters have reached 
such a pass just now that the positive settle­ 
ment of a much-vexed current question is 
greatly to be desired. Business is neglected, 
family ties are raptured, reason totters, po­ 
litical problems are left to self-solution, the 
debris question dwindles to insignificant pro­ 
portions, the Chinese situation is of lesser 
interest—the sole absorbing question is, can 
it be worked out from the 13,15, 14 position ? 
and that must be effectually and forever laid 
at rest, or this community will know no 
peace of mind. In this paper it has been as­ 
serted on high authority that it is impossible, 
and mathematical demonstration was made 
of the impossibility by a correspond­ 
ent in the “ Quiet Hour” on Saturday. 
But this did not prevent a well-known citi­ 
zen, an accomplished mathematician, a Front- 
street wholesale merchant, one of the Board 
of Trade, a member of one of the largest 
grocery firms of the State, from walking into 
this office Monday, in all the dignity of con­ 
scious manhood, and decl iring that his word 
and money was pledged to back the state­ 
ment that on the train between Be­ 
nicia and Sacramento, he and a gn u > of 
cool-headed business men, who couldn’t be 
“ taken in,” stood over a big Chinaman, a 
well known habitue of the depot, and saw 
the Celestial mathematician four times 
in succession work out into horizontal 
lines the sequence of numbers from 
the positions Claimed to be impossible of 
solution, and that there was no trick, turn­ 
ing of the box or palming of blocks about it. 
And now the Chinese must go. In this con­ 
nection the 34 puzzle, it may be said, is ragiDg. 
Desiring to lessen the likelihood of a new in­ 
sane asylum being demanded, the solution is 
given herewith. The problem is to place the 
fifteen blocks, and one other numbered 10, in 
such order that the lines up and down, across 
and diagonally, will aggregate 34. It is done 
by placing the numbers from left to right in 
this order : 1, 15, 10, 8 ; 16, 2, 7, 11; 12, 6, 3, 
13 ; 5, 11, 14, 4. The oddity of the thing is 
found iu tbfc leading of the numbers, which, 
beginning at the upper left hand corner, run 
by diagonals, central and at the corners, from 
1 to 16 in regular order. And now the com­ 
munity awaits in breathless expectancy the 
next craze.

H o w a rd B en ev o len t A sso c ia tio n.— At 
tin» meeting of the Board of Directors for 
March the reports made showed 268 persons 
had been assisted by 068 donations. There 
remained dependent upon the Society April

Attorneys to be E xamined.—Senate Bill 
No. 118, introduced by Mr. Hittell, and 
which has been passed, approved and gone 
into effect, provides that all attorneys who 
have heretofore been admitted to practice in 
the Supreme Court may continue to practice 
in that and all other Courts of the State. No 
provision is made, however, which will per­ 
mit attorneys to practice in the Superior 
Court who were never admitted to practice in 
the Supreme Court, even though they were 
entitled to do so in the County and District 
Courts, and makes it a contempt of Court for 
any attorney to attempt to do so until he has 
had an examination in open Court. Judges 
Denson and Clark say that the bill makes it 
necessary for them to examine each attorney 
who has not been admitted to practice in the 
Supreme Court, before he can be allowed to 
practice iu the Superior Court, and that even 
then his examination and admission here will 
avail him nothing in the Superior .Courts of 
other counties. 
Sunday School Union.— The annual 
meeting of the Sunday School Union was 
held last evening at the Congregational 
Church. An address was made by Rev. I. 
E. Dwinell upon the importance of the at­ 
tendance of the children at the services of 
the Church, the central thought being that 
the Sunday school is a part of the Church, and 
that it cannot accomplish the result desired un­ 
less from early youth it brings the children to 
the sanctuary. Following officers were elect­ 
ed for the ensuing year : President, Sparrow 
Smith ; Vice-President, William Ingrain, Jr.; 
Secretary, <’. A. Maydwell; Treasurer, Miss 
Alice Griffeth; Executive Committee, to­ 
gether with the above-named officers, consists 
of C’t'ar’es Denton. H. E. Parker, B. F. Pike, 
W. B. Maydell and Mr. Fisher. A collation 
was served Ly the ladies of the Congrega­ 
tional School to the members of tbe Union. 
Board of Supervisors.—The Board of 
Supei visors was in session yesterday. A. 
Heilbron was allowed $34 for feeding county 
prisoners during March. The Board then 
proceeded to examine plans and specifications 
for a Hall of Records, submitted by W. H. 
Hamilton and N. D. Godell. No action on 
the matter was taken. On motion of Super­ 
visor Beckley the Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Schools was allowed to withdraw 
his report and amend the boundaries of Elk 
Grove School District. The Surveyor was 
directed to make a survey of the Sheldon 
Grant road. The rates of licenses for bridges 
and ferries were established the same as last 
year. The lists of jurors for 18S0 were tiled. 
Police Court.—In the Police Court yes­ 
terday John Kelly was sentenced to 20 days 
imprisonment for b e iD g a healthy beggar, but 
was allowed to leave town. Wm. Burt, ac­ 
cused of petit larceny, was discharged. John 
Kidd was fined $12 50 for smoking opium. 
Daniel Smith, accused of being drunk, was 
di.-charged. The charge against S. Saloven, 
for petit larceny, was continued to the 8th. 
The charge against Mrs. E. Young, for dis­ 
turbing the peace, w-as dismissed for want of 
prosecution. Mary Griffin was discharged on 
account of insanity. 
E lection of H ealth O f f ic e r .—The newly 
appointed Board of Health has organized by 
eleetiug W. A. Hughson, President, and Dr. 
George Pyburn, Secretary. At its last meet­ 
ing H. A. Weaver was allowed $7 50 for 
printing, and M. S. Hammer $50 for drugs 
for the City Dispensary. Resolutions com­ 
plimentary to William Young, the retiring 
Health Officer, were passed, after» which the 
Board went into the election of his successor, 
which resulted in Frank T. Phillip being 
choBen. 
En Routs.—Sheriff Harkey, of Setter 
county, passed here yesterday en route to 
Yuba City with a prisoner named George 
Stowe, whom he had brought from Roseburg, 
Oregon. The prisoner is charged with hav­ 
ing stolen a horse in Sutter county more than 
a year ago. Deputy Sheriff Larkin, of Shasta 
county, passed through this city en route to 
San Quentin with Robert Arbuckle, who was 
sentenced for the killing of Anson P.upe. 


THE SC300L-300K WAR. 
What Action the Board of Education Last 
Night Took. 
The City Board of Education met last night 
to act upon the proposition to select text­ 
books for use in the public schools for the 
next four years. Notice had been given call­ 
ing for bids for classes of bosks, and the bids 
were submitted and opened last week. There 
were present many agents of book houses. A 
full Board answered to roll call, President 
Griffitts presiding. 
P. L. Hickman filed an application for ap­ 
pointment as Census Marshal. 
Mr. Butler reported a course for the High 
School, as approved by the Principal of that 
school, and including the compulsory studies, 
and moved the adoption of the list. 
Mr. McClatchy objected until bids of pub­ 
lishers are in. el-e the Board would be at the 
mercy of the book-makers. 
It wag explained that nearly all had been 
bid upon, and that but few of the remainder 
are used, and Mr. McClatchy withdrew his 
objections. 
Mr. lioinbl iwer said the list made several 
changes. He was opposed to any chauges 
that would visit a cost upon the parents of 
pupils. Seventy-five per cent, of the school 
children are those of poor people, most of 
whom are endeavoring to build up home3 
here, aud they are unable to bear any new 
tax. The Legislature had passed a bill on the 
subject, and it is to be signed by the Governor 
on Wednesday. The Supreme Court has 
now before it a case involving the right to 
adopt new books, and in view of these facts 
he urged that no change be made. The 
Board is Republican, and tbe party will be 
held responsible for the act of the Board, 
aud he did not believe a good defense of the 
proposed change could be made. Bids had 
been put iu with higher prices for books than 
they were sold for in San Jose, and that he 
declared to be unconscionable. Citizens had 
appealed to him to urge the Board to make 
no change. 
Mr. McClatchy said that so far as the High 
School was concerned, the change would not 
affect pupils of the High School as to cost of 
books. 
_ 
Mr. Horublower withdrew objection so far 
as the High School is concerned. 
The motion to adopt prevailed. Ayes— 
Butler, Lord, McClatchy, Griffitts, Knights, 
Wieiuever. No—Horublower. 
The Building Committee reported against 
tbe claim of Cottier & Co. for royalty on 
their ventilation system for water-closets as 
put in at the Capital Grammar School 
grounds, because tbe system is no infringe­ 
ment of the Cottier system. 
Mr. Cottier addressed the Board claiming 
an infringement. 
The report was adopted. 
Mr. Horublower moved that the proposed 
adoption of text-books be postponed until the 
next meeting, because it was not clear that 
the Board had the right to make changes. 
Every Board that has done so has been sued, 
and the cases are now pending. The hill 
before the Governor affecting the question 
was held by the Governor until Wednesday 
because some one had asked the Governor to 
do so, that the Board might adopt new books 
at this meeting. He utterly opposed all such 
contemplated evasion of the will of the peo­ 
ple expressed by their legislators. He read 
from tjie bill to show how changes are to be 
effected, fixing the time when, what notices are 
to be given, and what the notices are to con­ 
tain. Lastly, he opposed the whole action 
as in effect visiting a new and unuecessary 
tax upon the people. At least he wanted 
time to give the people an opportunity to 
make their wishes known. Under the new 
bill there will be ample time iu which to 
make changes deemed absolutely necessary. 
He reiterated that sets of books put in in the 
bids before the Board at 82 50 are sold in 
San Jose at 82 35, and books put in here at 
81 25 are offered in Yolo at 81. 
Mr. \\ iemeyer seconded the motion, and 
said that he had consulted teachers and citi­ 
zens, and they opposed changes now. 
The motion prevailed. Ayes—Hnrnblower, 
Knights, Lord, Wiemeyer aud McClatchy: 
noes—Butler, Stalker and Griffitts. 
Superintendent Landes called up his reso­ 
lution previously presented, aud the same 
was adopted: 
Jiwohed, That hereafter the monthly and term 
reports of scholarships, as prepared by the teachers, 
shall exhibit as nearly as practicable the real stand­ 
ing of pupils iu each separate branch, independently 
oi all others, and that while errors in spelling and 
composition may and should be noted in all written 
exercises, such errors shall be charged to spelling 
and composition only. 
Superintendent Landes called attention to 
the rule requiring Principals to make secret 
reports to the Board regarding the compe­ 
tency of teachers, their submissiveness to 
the Principal, their compliance with regula­ 
tions, etc. He said the rule should either he 
rescinded or strictly enforced. He moved a 
repeal of the rule. 
The sentiment of the Board was in favor 
of repeal, but the matter, under the rules, 
had to lay over. 
The Board then adjourned. 
The list of studies now adopted by the 
Board for the entire School Department de­ 
creases the number of books to be used, in 
the aggregate, by eighteen volumes. The 
list of text-books adopted last night as the 
course for the High School, under the motion 
of Mr. Butler as stated, are— 
Junior Grade—Thompson’s Collegiate Al­ 
gebra (change); Andersou’s General His­ 
tory ; Maury’s Physical Geography ; Swin- 
ton’s English Grammar and Composition 
(change). 
Middle Grade—Wentworth’s Plane and 
Solid Geometry (change) ; Hooker’s Natural 
Philosophy (change); Eliot and Storer’s Ele­ 
mentary M an a of Chemistry (change); Un­ 
derwood’s American Literature ■ Young’s 
Government Class Book (new book). 
Senior Grade—Hart’s Rhetoric ; Shaw’s 
English Literature; Gray’s Lessons on 
Botany; Steele’s Fourteen Weeks of Zoology; 
Brookes’ Higher Arithmetic. 
Classical Course (optional)—Allen & Green- 
ough’s Latin Grammar; 
Allen’s Latin 
Reader; Hanson’s Preparatory Latin Prose ; 
iiearnig’s Virgil; Stewart’s Eclogues and 
Georgies ; Allen & Greenough’s Latin Com­ 
position ; Andrews’ or Leverett’s Lexicon 
(work of reference); Goodwin’s Greek Gram­ 
mar; Leighton’s Greek Reader; Crosby’s 
Anabasis ; Owen’s Iliad ; Jones’ Greek Com­ 
position ; Liddell & Scott’s Lexicon (work of 
reference). 
Upon the adjournment of the Board there 
was manifested much disappointment among 
the publishers’ agents over the postponement 
noted, and an examination of the new law 
was entered upon, when it was stated that 
under the following section the Board had 
by its action practically adopted the books 
now in use, and that the same must be used 
for four years more. The section referred to 
reads: 
“ Section 60. First— * * * Second—No 
change of text-books must be made at any 
other time than in the months of May or 
June of the year in which the change is made, 
and no change shall be made to take effect 
until the beginning of the school term com­ 
mencing after the 30th day of J une of that 
year.” 
' The school term for the Sacramento schools 
begins in the first week in June. School con­ 
tinues then for some two months,when a long 
vacation is taken, and the session is resumed 
in October, thus giving the recess daring the 
heated term. Under the reading of Section 
60, as above given, it was claimed that the 
Sacramento Board cannot now make a change 
“ to take effect at the beginning of the school 
term commencing after the 30th day of June 
of that year,” and that as the school term be­ 
gins in Sacramento before the 30th day of 
J une, that therefore the period will never ar­ 
rive when a change can be made effective. 
To this it was responded, however, that the 
Sacramento 
school 
term begins and 
ends according to resolution of the 
city Board of Education, and that 
it can, 
if a change is desirable, 
accommodate the term to the requirements of 
the law, until new books are adopted. Some 
figuring was also done, and it was stated, and 
Superintendent Landes gave it as the result 
of his calculations also, that under the bids 
now in new books will be cheaper, in the 
aggregate, to the people than those now in 
use, as the present prices aggregate more 
than those proposed under the recent compe­ 
tition. Generally, the school-book war may 
be said to be fairly opened, and it will proba­ 
bly rage with fury the remainder of the 
spring. 
A ssessment to be L evied.—It is learned 
from rel’able authority that the Board of 
Trustees of the Sacramento City Railway 
Cnmpany are about to levy an assessment of 
810 per share on the capital stock of that 
corporation. The assessment is for the pur­ 
pose of raising, filling in, cobbling and other­ 
wise improving that portion of their track on 
Third street from K to O. and on O street 
from Third to Tenth. The estimated cost 
of said improvement is from 88,000 to 810,000. 
The company has also just lost a lawsuit in­ 
volving the sum of between 84,000 and $5,000, 
which sum has to be paid immediately.

[ELECTION OF POLICE OFFICERS. 
The "In s” and the “ Outs”—Protests and 
a Probable Contest. 
The excitement which has existed for some 
time past over the looked-for appointment of 
members of the police force of this city cul­ 
minated last evening. The Board of Com­ 
missioners at its last meeting adjourned sub­ 
ject to the call of the majority, for the 
avowed purpose of considering a motion to 
elect the force but for one year. At that 
meeting the City Hall was filled with curious 
arid interested spectators, and this would have 
made any action at that time embarrassing to 
the Commissioners, where there were so many 
jealous applicants. 
The Commissioners yesterday afternoon, 
seemingly without any previous consultation, 
met, and resorted to ilie Water Works build­ 
ing and held the election iu the room of the 
Board of Trustees, no one but members of 
the Board being present. 
Balloting commenced at 2 P. M., and it was 
nearly 5 o’clock before the entire number of 
officers could be chosen. It is stated that 
more than fifty names were placed in nomi­ 
nation, and that the expectations of neither 
Commissioner were fully realized. 
The officers elected were Frank Rider, O. 
C. Jackson, Jerry M. Woods, R. F. F’razee; 
of the old force, and Frank Fredericks, Frank 
Smith, J. J. Carroll, J. L. Atwood, John 
Campbell, Tim Lee aud Walter B. Ferral, as 
new members. Eight of these are under­ 
stood to be Republicans, three as Democrats, 
aud none as Workingmen. 
The result was quickly known on the 
streets, and after dinner was the subject of 
discussion among many groups that were 
gathered on the corner-, some commending, 
others condemning, but all somewhat sur­ 
prised at the choice or defeat of some partic­ 
ular individual. The members of the Work­ 
ingmen's party, many of whom were appli­ 
cants for positions, held mass meetings, of 
four or five attendants each, on J and K 
streets, all the way from Front to Seventh, 
and were open in expressions of disgust anil 
disappointment at not getting expected ap­ 
pointments. 
The members of the police force who were 
discontinued by the election of their success­ 
ors held a consultation and sought the legal 
advice of Creed Haymond. Acting under 
his counsel they determined to take some 
legal action to prevent their removal, and a 
further consultation with Creed Haymond, 
C. T. Jones and Attorney-General Hart will 
be held to-day. Officers Wing, Dolan and 
Valentine, who were at the police office at 
change of watch last night, when asked by 
Chief Karcher to return their stars, first in­ 
quired if charges had been made against 
them, aud upon receiving a negative answer, 
complied with the order under formal pro­ 
tests. The point upon which they propose 
to contest their removal is that the Board of 
Commissioners have no right to discharge an 
officer except for some good cause, and then 
not until he has been given an open trial. 
The Act in regard to the election of police 
officers is entitled “ An Act amendatory of 
and supplemental to an Act approved April 
25, 1863, entitled an Act to incorporated the 
city of Sacramento,’’and was approved March 
6, 1872. It reads as follows : “ From aud 
after the 1st day of April, 1872, there shall 
be in said city a Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners, which Board shall consist of the 
President of the Board of Trustees, the Chief 
of Police, and the Police Judge. 
Any 
two of said Police Commissioners shall 
be a quorum to transact business. 
The said Board are hereby authorized, im­ 
mediately upon entering upon the duties of 
said office, to appoint a permanent police force 
for said city, which they shall equip aud uni­ 
form under such rules and regulations as they 
may from time to time prescribe. The Board 
shall have the power to remove any member 
of the Police Department for the violation of 
any rules and regulations which they- may 
make and promulgate to the said Police Depart­ 
ment, or for other good cause, but only on 
written charges preferred against and served 
upon him, and upon a public trial and con­ 
viction by said Commissioners. The said 
police force shall consist of a Captain of 
Police and such number of policemen as the 
Police Commissioners may deem necessary 
for the protection and good government of 
the city.” 
The uew officers assembled at the police 
office at 10 o’clock last night and received 
formal instructions. A detail of officers was 
made for the night, and the entire force 
were notified to appear at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, 
when 
regular 
duty 
will 
be assigned to them and beats established. 
For the present no changes are to be made 
among the special officers, who will continue 
to act until some farther action is taken. It 
is not definitely known what detail will be 
made, hut it is understood that Tim Lee wiil 
be Bailiff of the Court and Walter B. Ferral 
one of the keepers of the prison. 


HUMORS OF THE ASSEMBLY. 
The Solons of the Assembly occasionally 
come down frorn the pedestal of dignity upon 
which they are placed by their representative 
character, especially when the laws to be con­ 
sidered are not of a very inspiring nature. 
Last evening in the Assembly, on roll call, 
there was a slim attendance, and the Speaker 
remarked that a motion to fine members for 
non-attendance would be in order. The first 
hill on the second reading file was a law' to 
prevent bogs running at large, and the new 
reading Clerk jocularly remarked, under the 
general free-and-easy style which pervaded 
the atmosphere, that it was all in the family. 
Of course he was promptly rapped to order 
by the Speaker. 
When the bill was read, Mr. Tyler gravely 
rose and said he wished to suggest an amend­ 
ment, but would not insert it if the author 
would not accept it. He noticed upou a 
close examination of the bill that it read 
“ unless the owner should come forward and 
claim them.” He thought it would perhaps 
be better to insert after the word “ forward ” 
the words “ sideways or backwards,” but af­ 
terwards withdrew this.

Mr. Tyler—I insist, Mr. Speaker, that the 
amendment shall not prevail.

In vain Mr. Sweetland protested that he 
was in earnest, and said that in many locali­ 
ties geese were a greater nuisance than hogs.

DIABOLICAL OUTRAGE. 
Fiendish Action of a Divorced Husband. 
Last evening G. A. Boeckhoff, who keeps 
a dyeing establishment on K street, between 
Fifth and Sixth, while intoxicated went to 
the house of his son Henry, in the alley be­ 
tween Fifth, Sixth, L and M streets, and 
committed a most brutal and diabolical out­ 
rage by throwing vitriol upon his wife, his 
son Peter and Iludolphine Boeckhoff, 
the wife of Henry. For some time past 
the family have been living at that place, 
having left the house of the old man because 
of his cruel treatment of his wife, Adeline 
Boeckhoff, who is 58 years old. Thev had 
been married thirty-eight years, but it Is al­ 
leged that latterly he had grown so cruel and 
brutal in his treatment of her that she left 
him and applied for a divorce, which was 
granted just one week ago. 
At the 
time it was granted he threatened, 
according to his wife’s statement, that 
he would 
“ make a sorry case ” for 
them. Last night about 7 o’clock he went to 
the house and unsuccessfully tried to per­ 
suade members of the family to drink a 
liquid which he had iu a bottie, at the same 
time pretending to do so himself. He then 
went away aud returned about 10 o’clock and 
went to the rear door. His son Peter, who is 
about 20 years old, went to the door anil or­ 
dered him to go away, and the two women 
also tried to keep him from entering, 
He then drew a large bottle of vitrol from 
his coat pocket and pound a portion of the 
contents on the head of his son and threw' 
the remainder upon the women. Alarmed 
by their screams he fled to his place of busi­ 
ness, where he was followed, but seeing offi­ 
cers searching for him, he went down Fifth 
street for several blocks to a beer saloon, in 
which he was arrested by officers Lee, Frazee 
and Woods, who took him to the city 
jail. The vitriol burned his son badly on 
the head, but no serious result is likely to 
follow. Both arms of his daughter-in-law 
were blistered from wrist to shoulder, but 
the injuries inflicted on the old lady were 
the most serious. Her face and eyes are one 
mass of blisters, and the left eye wiil probably 
be destroyed. The burns extended down her 
breast, and may prove fatal.

TOE PARISIANS 
Trouble themselves little about the mor­ 
row,' and, indeed, are philosophical in 
that, and they leave their nooks and 
corners like so many lizards their rocks, to 
bask in the warm rays. 
The sidewalks in 
front of the numerous cafes are crowded 
with friends and small families, cosily 
drinking a glass of beer or sipping wine 
and sirop. 
The streets are thronged with 
promenaders, for Parisians are stowed 
away in their houses like sardines in a box, 
and they never lose an opportunity on a 
pleasant day of descending into the streets 
to stretch their limbs. 
In all this hustle 
and activity, amidst laughter and grunts 
of satisfaction, the promenaders smtf the 
warm air charged with the odor of violets. 
Along all the principal thoroughfares the 
eye is attracted by numerous haud-carts 
loaded down with these modest, sweet 
flowers. 
Never, within the memory of 
the oldest inhabitants, has there been such 
a quantity of violets, and it is difficult to 
imagine anything more beautiful, more en­ 
chanting, than the sight of these decorated 
wagons. 
You meet them at every step, 
and did you not see them their near pres­ 
ence is made known by the sweet perfume 
which delights your senses. 
Duly at 
special stands, where bouquets are sold, 
can a prepared bouquet be found, for they 
are little sought after, the French pre­ 
ferring but one kind at a time. 
There are 
bunches of 
violeti, bunches of pinks, 
bunches of roses, and so on, to be found 
in the street, but seldom are these flowers 
united. 
The violet is the democratic 
flower par excellence. 
Good-sized button­ 
hole bouquets can be had for two sous 
apiece, and large nosegays for six, eight and 
ten sous. 
The carts seem never to dimin­ 
ish in size, yet violets are in everybody’s 
hands. 
ALL LADIES 
To be Been carry a large bouquet or have 
one attached to their dress ; the button­ 
holes of hack drivers, omnibus drivers and 
tramway conductors are also decorated 
with a bunch of violets, and the house 
maid or nurse girl, bare headed anil gay, 
on an errand, is stopped by her lover, who 
decorates her corsage with an immense 
bouquet, which renders her bonnetless 
head even smaller and her beaming coun­ 
tenance brighter. 
These heralds of gentle 
springtime are a sweet balm for the scars 
left by cross old winter, and we drink in 
their perfume like thirsty pilgrims at a 
clear fountain. 
The French Government 
is now passing through another crisis. Has 
no one ever heard of the Article 7 7 Then 
may he bless his stars that seas and woods 
separate him from the sound of that gingle 
which has been ringing in everybody’s ears 
throughout France since a whole year. 
Its 
echo has not only been constantly heard on 
the streets and in the legislative halls, but 
in parlors, in closets, in towers and in 
churches. 
It has been a stiff plank in the 
platform of the Republican party ; but 
some of the same party have taken out a 
number of nails, and the plank has fallen, 
and it is predicted that the Ministry, who 
have stood generally on this one spot, are 
about to tumble also. 
The origin of the 
famous 
ARTICLE SEVEN 
Can be traced as far back as Gambetta. 
He is a demagogue, and anxious to flatter 
the people in their likes and dislikes, and 
believing he could not render himself more 
popular than by an attack at the Jesuits, 
he originated this famous Article 7. 
It is 
one of the projeU of a series of laws pro­ 
posed by the Government, treating of edu­ 
cation. 
Gambetta Í3 really the father of 
the article ; but that lie might remain un­ 
touched in case of its being defeated, he 
had Jules Ferry, the Minister of Public 
Instruction, to adopt it in due and lawful 
form, so that the person of Julos Ferry lias 
been the target for all the religious bombs 
of the country. 
The article is not so fero­ 
cious as may be imagined. 
It asks that 
the religious orders who are not authorized 
by the State (for the reason that they will 
not acknowledge that superior authority) 
be deprived of the privilege of instructiug 
the youth of France. 
These are Jesuits, 
who have in all about 10 houses through­ 
out the State. 
Now, in this the Catholics 
have hardly been touched ; but the little 
scratch has given them an occasion to cry 
out as though they were half killed. 
For 
a whole year all sermons preached in the 
different churches have not only been 
against the Republican Government, as for­ 
merly, but they have been particularly 
directed against the Article 7. 
Special 
prayers were lately circulated throughout 
the country, in all the churches, in private 
houses and meetings, called a nettvaine, to 
be repeated each day for nine consecutive 
days preceding the decision before 
the 
Senate, for the bill had already passed the 
Chambers by a large inajority. 
It was de­ 
feated in the Senate by the aid of the 
Liberal Republicans, who are in favor of 


LIBERTY FOR ALL, 
And who have always disapproved of 
the politique de colc, which has been ever 
the policy of the Republican Ministries, in­ 
stead of frank measures which would lead 
to the separation of the State from the 
Church and which would solve the diffi­ 
culty. 
The Republican Government has 
never yet had at its head men of action 
and initiation who would have the courage 
to undertake radical measures of needed 
reform, and that is the cause of all this tri 
potagi, the religious agitation of the #>un- 
try and another ministerial crisis. 
This 
law, however mild, is inconsistent with 
true republican principles, but it is inter­ 
esting to note that those who have de­ 
nounced it the most and proclaimed it an 
infamy, are the same persons who voted a 
law during the empire for the expulsion of 
the Jesuits as a company both immoral and 
dangerous. 
And it is above all amusing to 
erceive that arguments brought forward 
v the supporters of the law were those 
heretofore used by these same opposers. 
Not that the reactionnnireit love the Jesuits, 
but they love not the Republic, and it suf­ 
fices that the Republican party propose a 
measure for them to combat it with all 
their force. 
The hatred of the Jesuits and 
the disrespect in which the priest is gen 
erally held seems to be one of the elements 
of the French blood, and it is a charac­ 
teristic 
which I have not yet been 
able to comprehend. 
That all serious 
thinking peopl esliould not want the public 
schools in the hands of the Jesuits I can 
easily understand, for the church has had 
the moral direction of the country for cen­ 
turies, the priests have instructed the 
children and confessed the women, and 
yet the results are not flattering to their 
system of education, for there are few 
countries more immoral or more ignorant 
than France, and that which is worse, one- 
half of the nation are atheists. 
It is un­ 
just to tax the Protestants and Jews to 
support a religious sect who do nought but 
abuse them, aud it is unjust that the Re­ 
public should pay religious orators to preach 


AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT ; 
There remains but one thing to do, exact of 
the Jesuit the services of a citizen in ex­ 
change for the protection accorded him ; 
separate the State from the Church, that

relig ion m ay be ta u g h t o u tsid e of th e p u b ­ 
lic schools.
